The recitations of the specific features of the telescopic drive mechanism for the 
extendable living section of the recreation vehicle in claim 1 including especially the 
construction of the moveable rail comprising an outer channel which has a first thickness and 
defines an interior slot, and an outer channel which is nested within the interior slot and affixed 
to the outer channel, the inner channel having a second thickness which is less than the first 
thickness and having an inner wall which is spaced from an opposing outer wall on the outer 
channel and at least partially closes the interior slot such that the inner and outer channels have a 
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rigid tubular structure, the inner wall including gear tooth formations along the length thereof to 
define a gear rack which is drivingly engaged by the drive gear is not taught nor is fairly 
suggested by the prior art of record. 

The recitations of the specific features of the telescoping drive mechanism for the 
extendible living section of the recreational vehicle in claim 9 including especially the 
construction of the moveable rail comprising an outer channel which defines an interior slot, and 
an inner channel which is nested within the interior slot and affixed to the outer channel, the 
inner channel having an inner wall which is spaced from an opposing outer wall on the outer 
channel and at least partially closes said interior slot such that the inner and outer channels define 
a rigid tubular structure which is contacting relation with the support members so as to be 
movable therealong and includes gear teeth opening downwardly from the wall surface to define 
a gear rack which is drivingly engaged by the drive gear is not taught nor is fairly suggested by 
the prior art of record.
